Allowable Subject Matter 


1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 1 to 9 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art does not 
teach the combination of a housing including a front wall formed of a material that does not 
transmit a source radiation, at least one illumination port formed of a material that transmits said 
source radiation and fixed to the front wall, a detection port formed of a material that transmits 
detectable radiation and fixed in the front wall, the detection port spaced from the illumination 
port, mounting means for attaching the housing to a vessel such that the front wall is directly 
adjacent the interior of the vessel, radiation guide means supported by the housing for supplying 
the source radiation to the illumination port such that the source radiation is transmitted through 
the illumination port to the interior of the vessel, and detection means arranged in the housing for 
sensing radiation transmitted through the detection port from the interior of the vessel.
